Statistics also show that deaths from 
nervous diseases have been decreasing in 
New York, St. Louis, Philadelphia, and 
other American cities, although nowhere 


half so fast as m Chicago. From the fact | 


that fewer people die of these diseases 
than formerly, it is a fair inference that 
fewer suffer from them than formerly.

It stands to reason that nervous diseases 
should decrease, for Americans have more 
control over their nerves than they used 
to. They are not so excitable and irritable
